The  impression  prevail*  that  too  much 
good  money  is  being  sprat  in  church  paint 
^  and  adornments,  that  i«ea  costly,  not  neces¬ 
sarily  leas  durable  or  comfortable,  structures 
«.  sfigbt  be  built  for  public  worship  at  less  ex¬ 
pense,  sad  the  difference  be  devoted  to  ben 
efittiog  the  living  temples  of  Deity  known 
ae  men.  We  do  uot  have  it  in  mind  to  “pass 
around  the  hat  .“so,  let  not  the  qaick-witted 
churchman  classify  us  with  thpt  man  who 
•was  ready  tossy.  “Why  this  waste’*  for  ed¬ 
itors  are  not  supposed  to  carry  iftuch  of  a 
“bag  **  Yet.  we  are  ready  to  grant  that 
many  ef  the  churches  who  build  largest  and 
best  are  likewise  most  forward  in  giving  to 
the  seedy  and  favoring  all  the  interests  of 
hnmtpiiy 

1  It  is  a  quasi  Von  whether  the  purely  relig 
ions  societies  are  doing  ail  that  they  might 
do  for  the  poor,  who.  according  to  t  lie  words 
.  of  that  Master  who  commended  the  gift  of 
the  rich  oieitueul  on  a  special  occasion  and 
fur  a  special  purpose,  grw  “always  with  us." 
The  serai  religious  societies  are  evidently 
providing  for  their  members  more  fally  than 
some  churches.  True,  that  the  former  are 

*  being  guided  by  mutual  self  Interest;  that 
the  benevolence  U  a  mutual  health  and  life 
insurance  company:  vet  those  claiming  to 
act  from  the  highest  moral  ground  would 
e  <me  closer  to  their  own  model  as  give 
thetr  standard  book,  the  Bible,  if  a  more 
careful  attention  were  devoted  to  the  wants 
of  the  poor-  In  the  event  of  special  need 
none  are  more  ready,  nose  are  so  ready  to  do 
for  tbe  destitute  as  Christian  chare  lies.  But. 
if  we  rightly  understand,:  there  are  church 

'officers  whose  spec  ill  duty  it  is  to  attend  to 
this  matter.  As  the  office  abides,  so.  in 
eotue  measure— even  la  so  prosperous  times 
-as  the  present — the  need  of  its  exercise  con 
tiaues;  and  the  sum  provided  by  general 
sad  public  taxation  for  the  carwsof  the  needy 
might  be  supplemented  by  mors  detailed  at- 

*  ten  turn  to  their  wants. 

X  Another  point  which  impresses  outsiders 
tin  a  misdirected  anti  la  seeking  to  baild  up 
•ene  denomination  at  the  expense  ef  another 
The  world  is  impressed—  however  truthfully 
—with  e  sort  of  rivalry  among  those  who 
.  profess  to  be  working  for  a  common  end;  a 
rivalry  which  sometimes  extends  to  churches 
of  the  same  denomination.  That  sueeeaa 
which  is  measured  by  the  BUing  of  one 
eai.ctuary  through  depleting  another  is  hard¬ 
ly  the  true  test  of  well-doing.  Jt  would 
seem  as  if  the  great  seal  of  Christina 
churches  should  be  given  to  gathering  in  the 
non  churchgoers,  who  form  so  large  a  part 
in  all  communities,  under  tbeir  influence 
A  third  thing  which  might  be  pressed  is 
thet  the  wise  and  good  words  which  un¬

dinary  discourse  oty^Ven  moral  themes.  The 
pew  should  remember  that  thA  object  of  the 
jmlplt  ia  not  to  entertain  nor  excite  the  laud¬ 
ation  of  the  pew.  is  not  to  influence  people 
to  go  from  the  sanctuaries  with  such  ifbrda 
on  their  Ups— not  infrequently-  irtard— as. 
“I  think  he  ia  splendid,”  Wasn't  that  ser 
jboo  splendid  T'  but  to  make  men  better  ia 
every  relaMonof  human  nature — (Jed  ward 
and  man- ward.  The  truest  rape  neat  of 
Jtreechki^  is  in  the  character  and  life.

France  has  been  vexed  again  with  one  of 
those  disturbances  which  periodically  occur 
in  that  excitable  land.  For  s  century  past 
these  have  been  repeatedly  exi>erienced;  al¬ 
though  now,  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  agitation 
will  be  of  comparatively  small  magnitude. 
The  revolution  on  ‘89,  one  of  the  rnaet  fear¬ 
ful  ebullitions  of  human  nature  in  all  the 
history  of  (he  world,  was  s  natural  ontg rowth 
of  aa  abnormal  condition  of  society  extend¬ 
ing  backward  through  generations. 

In  1880  and  again  in  1848  revolution  was 

acted;  and  in  the  second  instance  a  Re¬ 
public  was  formed  which  perished  under  the 
machinations  of  Loots  Xaj'oi.auk.  Sedan 
sealed  the  fate  of  the  latter  and  inaugurated 
anew  a  Republic.  But  the  Commune  in 
Paris  would  have  shaped  thing*  in  their  own 
wild  way  had  not  force  brought  them  to 
term*. 

Since  1870  the  new  republic  haa  gone  for¬ 
ward  in  a  career  of  great  prosperity  The 
new  order  of  thing*  has  not  been  perfect; 
yet  the  large  war  indemnity  exacted  by  a  vic¬ 
torious  rival  was  speedily  paid.  Nothing  in 
tbe  present  circumstances  demands  another 
revolution.  The  present  discontent  spring* 
that  or  utterly  which  spurns  all 
law,  human  and  divine,  and  claims  that, 
every  man  shall  be  "a  law  unto  himself  “ 
It  ia  Communism  and  Nihilism  in  their  ex¬ 
treme  aud  most  malignant  form;  which 
would  level  all  life  to  a  dull  plane  of  equality 
1*  peeacaaions,  in  condition  and  character; 
that  would  tire  every  building  of  superior 
worth,  a  ad  secure  univ.  rail  acceptance  of  ita 
principle*,  if  to  g*in  this— as  In  former  rime 
in  Frafice  and  in  ancient  Polish  style— the 
extermination  of  opposing  parties  Is  called 
for.  True  and  wise  lovers  of  freedom  will 
scarcely  approve  such  attempts;  end  will 
hope  for  France  lasting  peace,  union  and 
progress  on  the  line  tbe  nation  is  noW  pur¬ 
suing
